GAY PEOPLE ARE NO LONGER "CRIMINALS" IN PENNSYLVANIA Pare 2

On May 30, 1980 the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania struck down a portion of 
the Pennsylvania Crimes Code, which prohibits voluntary deviate sexual inter- 
course, This decision leealizes acts of oral nnd anal intercourse between 
eonsentine adults. 

This decision strikes down the last prohibition on private sexual relations 
between adult eny people. Althouzh prosecutions for private conduct were 
rare, the police could prosecute for solicitation a person who asked another 
to enenve in oral or anal intercourse, The decision also means that ray 
people are no loncer “criminals” by definition, an areuement thet wis lone 
used in opposition to the cause of cay riehts, In addition, persons who 
were previously convicted of "voluntary deviate sexual intercourse" may be 
entitled to have their criminal records exvunzed, 


Now that oral and anal intercourse, straiv~ht or ery, is not a crime in 
Pennsylvania, vay persons with arrest records for solicitation or for devi- 
ate sexual intercourse, shorld wmste no time in rettine their arrest records 
expunced, Such records are a devastatine handicap for job hunters, If you 
are the victim of such an arrest, you are 'irved to consult with a lawyer 
shout expuncement, If you sre financially unable to retain a lawyer, you 
may apply for free le-al counsel to the Court Bail Proeram, 219 N. Broad 
Street, Philadelphia, PA. 

Persons with convictions may wish to apply for a pardon, Consnit A law- 
yer, or apply directly to the Pennsylvania Ronrd of Pardons, Strawberry 
Souare, Harrisbure, PA 17120.

U.S. OPENS ARMS TO CLOSET GAYS 


After several years of conflictine statements rerardine admittance of cay 
citizens of foreien countries into the ll, S., the Immieration and Naturaliz- 
ation Service seems finally to have settled on a definite policy. Customs 
officials wil) no loneer ask incomine aliens if thev are eay. However, if 
the visitor to the U. S. volunteers the tnformation, then proccedinrs to 
determine whether the person may be admitted may be sturted. The previous 
policy allowed officials to question visitors about their sexual orientation 
or to detain or refuse alimittance to those whom they believed were aay, 
Althoueh it was a move in the richt direction, most people are unhappy with 
a policy tht can still result in the non-admission of someone to the U. S. 
solely on the basis of one's beinr say, Carl Hill, © British citizen who 
bad been arrested in 1978 at San Francisco National Airport when he arrived 
in the U, S. wearine a "Say Pride" button, also decided to challence the 
new policy. “hen he arrived at the same airport on November 5th, he declared 
to customs officials that he is way, whereuvon he was arain taken into cus- 
tody. On November 7th, an immieration judcee ruled Hill was admissible to the 
U. S, and declared the new policy wnenforceable, Efforts were then herun to 
heave the new policy completely eliminated. Until then, however, your ony 
visitors from outside of the 'l, S, shovld say nothine about their beine eay 
to customs officials if they wish to enter the conntrv.

Alse, "TI could see thet » 
lot of people cot involved in the (anti-eay) crusade who had a personn) ven- 
dett1 about eays, They harbored hatreds.” All this shovs a decided shift 
in attitude by Miss Rryant, but also shows she has not yet completely ont- 
erown her fundamentalist conditionine, even thoueh she realizes it. has harm- 
ed her life and the lives of many others. Perhaps Miss Rrynnt's "Live ani

where the decision would certainly co avainst him. Therefore he chose to 
accept his back pay (*# 62,000) and * 98,000 in compensation for persone) 
harassment, Loss of privacy, and damare to his reputation. Tleanwhile, how- 
ever, other court casern involvine ery men and leshians dismissed from the 
military services are proceedince, and one of them could wind ur in the 
Supreme Court of the U.S. If _and_when that hanvens, we will ser if “atlo- 
vich's fenrs *hout 9 conservative Resran court were Justiried. 
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
